Dear Eleanore, 


I received your letter dated April 23 here; other than that I 
haven't heard from you since your letter of March 31. 1 asked to phone 
you from El Paso on April 8, the day before I was scheduled to leave 
for Springfield, however, permission was denied by jail authorities. As it 
turned out, my departure from El Paso was delayed until April 20 because 
of the incident which occurred at the jail. Being listed as my next-of-kin, 
I assume you were made cognizant of what transpired at the jail between 
April 9 and 19; although I hope the information you received was not 
as exaggerated and distorted as that reported in the El Paso newspapers. 

In any event, I arrived at Springfield on April 22 and it was 
on April 26 that I received your letter of April 23. 1 answered it on 
April 28 . . . and six days later, on May 4, my letter was returned to 
me, unmailed, with the notation "N/C" on the envelope, which, in 
prison parlance, means "non-correspondent," indicating that you were not 
an approved correspondent.

1 still haven't received a 
reply to my query but I decided to go ahead and write another letter 
anyway in the hope that this "mistake" has been corrected. 

I am sorry to hear that you contacted the A.C.L.U. 

I don't believe that I requested you to do so, though perhaps the 
inference was included in my somewhat desperate letter of April 7 (I think 
I asked you to contact a responsible representative of the second group

I am particularly 
worried that the information in my contestation pertaining to my talk with 
the F.B.I., and the subsequent developments, will fall into the wrong hands. 
Because of a more recent development, this could be quite detrimental to my 
case. 

Also, please do not retain another lawyer. There are too many 
attorneys involved in this affair already: and an addition would be only a 
waste of time and money. 

I was unable to cash the $300.00 in money orders that you 
sent me in El Paso because they were not Postal Money Orders. I was 
notified that they were returned to you -from by this institution. Did you 
receive them? If so, will you be able to get your money back and send 
me the same amount per Postal Money E Order? Thanks +

Dear Dick: 


Just a note to say, "I hope all goes well next week". Did you received the 
papers you needed? I sent them "Registered, Air Mail, Special Delivery". So they should 
have been delivered "Pronto".

On the way home, we stopped off in Chicago with a 4 hour break between flights.

I received your letter of the 7th, this morning. For the first time in 
many months, you sound as if there is a little hope for the future. In your case, 
it surely is an uncertain future. However, just knowing that you will be able 
to buckle down and do some writing, makes me very happy. At least through your 
writings you should be able to express some of the thoughts and feelings that 
have plagued you so long. I will try and get the items you requested, as soon as 
possible. 


Lou and I took a trip to Pittsburgh last week and the reasons were twofold. 
Firstly, Dolores was celebrating her birthday; and secondly, we had to bring her 
wintersclothes to her. You know it gets extremely cold in those mountain areas. 
This is her last term at the University, and though she is happy to see graduation 
day so close, I do think she will miss it very much. She will be home for Christmas 
and then around the 8th of January she is going to fly to Paris. She has a 
tentative job with Squibb's International in Paris, but just in case she doesn't 
like the position she is taking a few other names and applications with her. She 
has applied (through the College) to UNESCO and Union Caribde Internation?" She has 
already been informed that she could teach English in a grammar school in France, 
but the pay 15 so small that she would prefer to work for an American company. 


In order to get from New York to Pittsburgh, we have to go through several 
mountains - The Blue Mountains, The Kittatinny Mountains, The Tuscarorra Mountains, 
etc. - all part of the Alleghenys. At this time of the year, the greatest artist 
on earth could not paint the beautiful scenes that we saw, both coming and going.

Dear Eleanore: 


I shall not wait for an answer to my letter of March 10. The time element 15 too 
crucial in this matter. And I've decided it would be unwise for Mr. Harris, or anybody 
else I really don't know, to accompany the authorities 1f they agree to pick up the 
item concerned, on my terms. In fact, I cannot risk having my name linked openly to the 
main topic now or in the future. I can't even explain why, but if I could, I'm sure you 
would understand. So I am forced to request your assistance again 1۶ you will provide 
it. But not to accompany the authorities. 


If you will, please phone the District Attorney whose name was mentioned during 
your visit. Ask him to contact Senator Ríchard B. Russell and get a copy of my letter 
to him dated January 3, 1967. Tell the D.A. I can back up most of what is stated in 
that letter, except opinion, with evidence. Tell him if he wants proof of what I allege 
about September 1963 there are certain conditions to which he must stipulate in writing: 
the original of which is to be forwarded to you by registered mail for safekeeping and 
one signed copy of which is to be given me by his representative. 


If he agrees to these conditons it will then be necessary for his representative to 
visit me here or at Leavenvorth so that I may furnish directions and write a letter of 
introduction which must be given to the person who has possession of the item concerned 
(a recording tape). I assume it will also be necessary that his representative obtain 
authorization for this to be done on a confidential basis. There exists no other means 
by which this transaction can be accomplished. It 15 imperative that his representative 
understand Spanish and be able to display proper identification. 


Following are the conditions, which should be couched in appropriate legal termin- 
ology: - 


"That I shall not be charged as an accessary or held as a material wítness or 
prosecuted for concealing and withholding evidence relative to his inquiry. That I 
Shall in no manner be identified outside of official channels as having supplied 
information or material relative to his inquiry or as having been connected with such 
inquiry in any way.

That the person who currently has possession of 
the recording tape not be identified outside of official channels, nor be questioned, 
subpoenaed, arrested or held in custody for any cause or suspicion stemming from this 
transaction. That only the recording tape germane to the inquiry be taken; all other 
recording tapes, films, photographs, documents (valid or fraudulent), tracts, equip- 
ment and other paraphernalia found in or about the premises designated not be confis- 
cated or examined, except that all recording tapes in the Spanish language may be 
examined on the premises if there arises doubt as to which one is applicable. That 
upon demand a verbatum transcript of the conversation recorded on the applicable tape 
be turned over to me. That the person who currently has possession of the aforesaid 
objects and paraphernalia be allowed to dispose of them (the applicable tape excepted) 
pursuant to my written instructions without delay or interference. That no search 
warrant be requested or issued in this matter; entry to the premises designated and 
conduct of the inspection therein be effected under the supervision and control of the 
person to whom my letter of introduction is addressed. That no private, local, state 
or federal investigative or law-enforcement personnel or agency, other than the one to 
which this stipulation applies, be notified of the time, date or location of such 
inspection, or of any information related thereto, until one week has expired from 
the date such inspection is completed."

Dear Mr. Hoover: 


This letter is being sent to you, at my insistence, through 
the facilities of my counsel, Mr. Gus Rallis, in order to insure 
that it is brought to your personal attention. 


I wish it to be understood that Mr. Rallis vas appointed by 
the Y, S. District Court, El Paso, Texas, to represent me at my 
forthcoming trial on a charge of violating Section 2113 (a), Title 
18, U.S.C., and is not cognizant of any details pertaining to the 
matter discussed herein, although such matter is most relevant to 
my defense against the aforesaid charge. 


My purpose in writing this letter is to advise you that since 
it 15 apparent the Federal Bureau of Investigation is determined 
to have me convicted of this deceptive charge by witholding pertinent 
information from the U. 8. Attorney, you, as director of the F. B. I., 
will not be able to relinguish at least partial responsibility for 
the death of President Kennedy. 


My responsibility concerning the then prospective action of 
Lee H. Oswald (Albert Hidel) terminated vith the dispatch of the 
registered letter from Joseph Kramer to the F.B.I. in September 
1963. 

Since the information disclosed in that letter was judged to 
be mendacious by the F.B.I., as is quite evident, then with whom 
the responsibility lies for what subsequently happened in Dallas 
is rather obvious. 


Certainly, F.B.I. files in Washington, D.C. (or Miami, Florida, 
Mexico City, etc.) reflect who "Joseph Kramer" is. And, such 
information received from a known Cccmunist who allegedly had been 
effective enough to penetrate several U.S. military intelligence 


agencies, should not have been ignored. In this respect, the 
efficacy of the F.B.I. is the responsibility of its director, 
regardless of the actions or judgement of his subordinates. 


In any event, I shall not acquiesce to sit idle and maintain 
silence while the F.B.I. railroads me into prison on a phony charge, 
simply because it cannot have me convicted of other matters.

AFFIDAVIT 


I, Richard C. Nagell, being first sworn, depose and say: 


In September 1963, the exact date of which I am capable of 
verifying, I dispatched a letter via registered mail addressed to 
"Mr. John E. Hoover, Director, Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
United States Department of Justice, Washinzton 25, D. C." The 
envelope in which this letter was enclosed bore the same address, in 
addition to the return address "Joseph Kramer, Apdo. Postal 88-Bis, 
Mexico, D. F., Mexico," and was mailed within the United States. 
The letter was neatly typewritten and composed in the style and 
format used by operational personnel of the Central Intelligence 
Agency in writing their reports; that is, it was clear and concise, 
with the names of persons and organizations typed in caps. 


In the aforesaid letter, I advised Mr. Hoover of a conspiracy 
(although I did not use the word "conspiracy") involving Lee Harvey 
Oswald "to murder the Chief Executive of the United States, 
(President) John F. Kennedy." I indicated that the attempt would 
take place "during the latter part of September (1963), probably on 
the 26th, 27th, 28th or 29th," presumably at Washington, D. C. 1 
furnished a complete and accurate physical description of Mr. Oswald, 
listing his true name, two of his aliases, his residence address and 
other pertinent facts about him. I disclosed sufficient data about 
the conspiracy (citing an overt act which constituted a violation 
of federal law) to warrant an immediate investigation if not the 
arrest of Mr. Oswald. I revealed something about myself which 
incriminated me on another matter. I stated "by the time you 
receive this letter, I shall have departed the USA for good." 1 
signed the letter with the name "Joseph Kramer," an alias of a known 
Communist (Soviet) agent then residing in Canada, and also an alias 
that I had used during my meetings with two FBI agents in January 
1963 at Miami, Florida, who in turn used the name "The Tacos." 


I am willing to undergo a polygraph examination relative to any 


and all statements made herein.
